Small Firms Getting 
More Defense Pacts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Defense Department, largest 
spending agency hi the world, is 
spreading more of its business 
around. It's boosted the percent- 
age of contracts to small busi- 
ness firms by one-third since 
1962. 


Pentagon figures showed to- 


day that small firms received 
$12.7 billion in contracts and 
subcontracts in fiscal year 1966, 
which ended last June 30. This 
was a jump of 43 per cent over 
1965 and the highest total since 
the Defense Department began 
keeping records in 1951. 


Measured another way, this 


means 28,000 small businesses 
around the nation shared in the 
increased defense spending this 
year, said Albert C. Lazure. 
director of the Pentagon's small 
business program,

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The U. S. and Malaysia 


Presumably those who advised Fred- 


dent Johnson on his Pacific itinerary took 
some time and care over whether to 
include Malaysia and Indonesia. The one 
was visite<J and the other not But it is 
noteworthy that Malaysia -is the only 
country in Asia where President Johnson 
visited that is not directly involved on our 
ade in Viet Nam. 


There were left wing warnings against 


the trip especially from Singapore, once 
part of the Malaysian Federation. There 
were some demonstrations in Malaya but 
either there was not much enthusiasm 
against the American involvement in Viet 
Nam or the opponents were kept securely 
under wraps. 


Malaysia was included quite obviously 


because it had conducted a decade of war 
against Communist guerillas and with the 
help of British troops and advisors, it had 
succeeded in defeating the Reds and 
eradicating most Communist influence. 
The President pointed out this fact in his 
official speech in Kuala Lumpur. And just 
in case anyone should miss the similarity 
between Malaya's struggle and the. Ameri- 
can fight in Viet Nam, he went on to say 
that "your achievement in this respect, I 
believe, has the greatest significance for 
our struggle in Viet Nam today. You have 
shown that military 
action can stop 


Communist aggression and that while the 
aggression is being stopped — and even 
more strongly when it is stopped — the 
peace, as well as the war can be won." 


There are a great many differences 


between the long struggle in Malaya and 
that now going on in Viet Nam. The 
Malayan fight never reached anything like 
the proportion of the war in. Viet Nam. 
There were never more than a few thou- 
sand British troops. And of even greater 
importance there was never any large scale 
outside effort in behalf of the Communists. 


It was the example of the Malay fight 


against the Communist guerillas that to a 
great part influenced American ideas on 
Viet Nam back when we sent only a few 
hundred advisors to Saigon. But the Malays 
long ago had greater cohesion as a nation 
than has yet come to Viet Nam. And its 
government after the end of World War n 


as England gradually released its hold 
never had to go through the vicious fight 
the Vietnamese waged against the French 
or the excesses of the Diem government at 
a later date. The Communist guerillas in 


'. Malaya probably could 'have taken over 


through sporadic raids and terrorism had 
it not been for the British help and 
leadership in opposing them. But they 
never had anything like the numbers 
under Communist discipline that now live 
in North Viet Nam. 


The President's visit also seemed to be 


a further indication that the United States 
intends to pick up the outside reins of 
leadership in Malaysia as England vacates 
the role. British 
Liberal 
Government 


spokesmen have several times said they 
intend to withdraw military installations 
from everywhere east of the Suez. The 
Malaysia Federation, in large part con- 
ceived by the British, was intended to take 
away the 
need for British military 


assistance in that area by uniting several 
countries. Actually it temporarily led to a 
need for the continuance of British 
presence when Indonesia's Sukarno used it 
as a reason for his low level war against 
the federation. Now that wiser heads have 
taken over in Jakarta, the British probably 
can consider withdrawing once again, 
especially if the United States intends to 
fill the gap. 


At this stage it is difficult to determine 


whether President Johnson's stop at Kuala 
Lumpur was wise or not. The government 
in Singapore would like to stay clear of 
Communist control but it must present left 
wing policies and to some extent anti- 
Americanism to stay in power. Certainly 
the President's trip to Malaysia will be 
construed by some in Singapore as a 
threat On the other hand, Singapore's 
leadership does need some psychological 
bulwark against the ever-present threat of 
Red China. 


The United States quite rightly has 


backed the efforts of new nations to throw 
off colonial shackles. But in Asia it begins 
to look as if we are going to pick up the 
burden of protection and support which 
the former masters for one reason or 
another have discarded. 


Protests Against Sugar Subsidies 


A group of housewives in the Fox Cities 


area are pinpointing their protest at higher 
food prices on sugar. It is not that sugar 
has increased in price greatly in recent 
months; they have read about the subsidies 
housewives are paying to sugar producers 
in this country and abroad. These subsidies 
are provided for in the so-called Sugar Act 
Amendment. 


Rep. Paul Findlay of Illinois has been 


waging a personal campaign in Congress 
for repeal of the Sugar Act Amendment 
for some time now. He outlined his protest 
in an article in the June. 1966 Reader's 
Digest. 


The Sugar Act was adopted originally 


in 1934, and ironically one of its original 
purposes was to help Cuba, whose economy 
then as now was collapsing. 


Under the law no one can import, refine 


or sell sugar in the United States without 
permission of the United States govern- 
ment It sets the wholesale price of sugar 
in this country at 6.5 cents per pound. This 
is generally considerably higher than the 
world price which at present averages 
about 2.5 cents.

Yet another and possibly as

It is a suggestive 
characterization of the quality 
of the men he is serving as 
one of the Senate's majority 
causus leaders.

lawyer, knows precisely. 


If logrolling is such a 


familiar hazard in legislative 
politics, is the onlooker to 
suspect that it might be 
involved also in the selection 
of the few legislators who now 
run the Building Commission 
and 
have the control of 


multimillion dollar building 
budgets of borrowed money, 
including himself as president 
of the major dummy corpora- 
tion? 


Leonard's objection is not 


unique. Other members of the 
Building Commission, proud of 
their places and enjoying their 
power, are known to share his 
view in spite of the implicit 
lack of confidence in their 
rank and file colleagues it 
betrays. What they are saying 
is that a select few among ths 
133 legislators, men of their 
superior judgment and capa- 
city, should have the control of 
the huge bond issues for which 
all the lawmakers are respon- 
sible. What they are 
not 


saying, but may be deducted, 
is that they fear their col- 
leagues may be more conser- 
vative about borrowing, on the 
one hand, and that their 
prestige and powers as ama- 
teur financiers and builders 
will be reduced or erased 
altogether if the power for 
such decisions is returned to 
all of the men chosen to run 
the state.
